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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH  FOR  1952 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Councillors, 


I beg  to  present  to  you  the  annual  report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
concerning  the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  Urban  District  for  1962. 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimated  mid-year  home  population  was  28,630 — 
an  increase  of  90  over  that  of  1951. 

The  Crude  Death  Rate  fell  from  12.9  per  1,000  population  to  11.1. 

The  uncorrected  Birth  rate  fell  from  19.7  per  1,000  population  to  19.17. 
The  hgure  for  England  and  Wales  was  15.3  per  1,000  population.  Bedlington, 
therefore,  is  maintaining  a high  birth  rate. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  rate  rose  from  35.5  per  1,000  live  biitlis  to  38.25. 
There  were  21  infant  deaths  compared  with  the  20  in  1951. 

The  deaths  of  persons  over  65  fell  from  224  in  1951  to  157. 

The  number  of  infectious  disease  notifications  rose  from  385  in  1961  to 
570.  The  increase  was  almost  wholly  due  to  an  epidemic  of  measles.  Whoop- 
ing cough  notifications  were  only  15  which  is  an  extremely  low  figure. 

It  is  becoming  more  and  more  apparent  that  a complete  survey  the 
sewage  system  of  the  shire  is  necessary  and  that  in  the  Guide  Post  area  especi- 
ally the  matter  may  well  become  one  of  urgency. 

I would  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health  Com- 
mittee for  their  support  during  the  year  and  to  the  officials  of  the  other 
departments  who  have  been  co-op)erative  in  every  way.  I must  also  thank 
the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  for  their  work  during  the  year.

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WELFARE  OF  THE  AGED 

# 


In  Septemiber  1952,  the  local  W.V.S.,  with  the  help  of  the  Rotary  Club, 
succeeded  in  organising  a Meals  on  Wheels  service  for  old  people.  This  was 
instituted  at  Bedlington  Station  for  25  old  persons.  Bedlington  Council 
donated  funds  to  help  this  scheme  (under  Section  31  of  the  National  Assistance 
Act,  1948). 


The  service  has  been  of  infinite  value  and  the  voluntary  organisations 
concerned  must  be  congratulated  on  their  efforts.  The  greatest  difficulty  is 
that  of  transport,  which  at  present  is  supplied  free  by  members  of  the  Rotary 
Club.  It  would  be  a great  asset  if  some  organisation  (other  than  the  W.V.S. 
who  are  unable  to  own  property)  owned  a van  for  this  purpose.  If  a fund 
was  started  with  the  idea  of  presenting  a van  to  one  of  the  old  people’s  clubs, 
to  be  used  entirely  for  their  welfare,  the  work  of  providing  these  meals 
would  be  made  much  easier  and  it  would  allow  the  scheme  to  be  extended  to 
other  parts  of  the  shire. 


Old  people  are  often  confined  to  their  homes  because  they  have  “ bad 
feet.”  Few  can  afford  to  pay  regular  visits  to  a chirojxjdist  for  treatment.  The 
family  doctor  has  no  time  to  spare  for  treating  corns  and  bunions — in  fact 
this  is  a need  which  is  outside  the  National  Health  Service. 


It  would  be  of  great  benefit  to  be  able  to  hold  a foot  clinic  for  old  age 
pensioners  with  a trained  chiropodist  in  charge.  There  would  be  little  difficulty 
in  obtaining  a room  at  one  of  the  County  Clinics  but  there  is  considerable 
difficulty  in  finding  funds  to  pay  for  the  professional  services  required. 


This  is  another  cause  for  some  voluntary  organisation  to  consider  and 
one  which  would  do  much  for  the  old  age  pensioner  unable  to  move  very  far 
beyond  the  threshold  of  his  home. 
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PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER 

DISEASES 


Scarlet  Fever 

There  were  y4  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  one  more  than  last  year.  The 
disease  was  mild  and  there  were  no  deaths. 


Whooping  Cough 

There  were  15  cases  of  whooping  cough  notified  in  1952  compared  with  the 
79  in  1951  and  133  in  1950.  It  will  be  interesting  to  see  if  this  disease  assumes 
epidemic  prop>ortions  in  1953.  There  were  no  deaths  from  this  disease. 


Measles 

There  were  406  cases  of  measles  notified  in  1952.  There  were  no  deaths. 


Anterior  Poliomyelitis 

There  were  four  cases  of  this  disease  notified  during  1952.  All  were 
paralytic  in  type.  One  adult  died  in  hospital.  She  was  notified  in  July  and 
died  in  December. 


Food  Poisoning 

There  were  thirteen  cases  of  food  poisoning  notified  during  1952.  One 
outbreak  was  due  to  infected  pies  involving  9 cases.  The  other  outbreak  was 
presumed  due  to  infected  peas  pudding  involving  4 persons.  There  were 
no  deaths. 


Dysentery 

There  were  six  cases  of  dysentery  (Sh.  Sonne)  notified  during  1953. 
The  cases  were  mild  and  there  were  no  deaths. 


Diphtheria 

For  the  second  year  in  succession  there  were  no  notified  cases  of  diphtheria. 
There  were  no  cases  of  the  enteric  group  of  fevers  notified.

WATER  SUPPLY 

With  the  exception  of  one  house  the  district  is  still  served  by  the  Tyne- 
mouth Water  Undertaking.  The  supply  continues  to  be  adequate  and  of 
good  quality. 

During  tlie  year  a further  ib  houses  have  been  provided  with  an  internal 
water  supply.  Since  the  coming  into  force  of  the  Water  Act,  1945,  a total  of 
bob  houses,  previously  served  by  common  standpipes  in  back  yards  or  streets, 
have  had  a water  supply  and  kitchen  sink  installed  inside  the  house. 

This  still  leaves,  however,  84b  houses  with  an  estimated  population  of 
•^,740  using  standpipes.  52b  of  these  houses  are  owned  by  the  National  Coal 
Board,  the  greater  portion  of  them  being  sub-standard  houses. 

SWIMMING  BATHS 

During  the  five  months  the  Humford  Mill  op>en-air  swimming  baths  were 
open,  21,282  adults  and  children,  plus  a considerable  number  of  season  ticket 
holders  and  organised  classes  from  the  local  schools,  attended.  These  figures 
show  that  the  pool  is  losing  none  of  its  jxxpularity. 

The  water  is  chlorinated,  is  tested  frequently,  and  sampled  periodically 
for  bacteriological  examination.

SUB-STANDARD  HOUSES 

The  following  table  shows  the  progress  since  the  war  in  the  rehousing  of 
families  from  slum  property.  It  is  very  gratifying  to  see  that  no  less  than 
475  families  have  been  rehoused  on  the  Council’s  estates  while  the  old  houses 
they  left  have  either  been  demolished  or  closed.  In  addition  to  this  we  have 
a further  117  families  rehoused  from  Army  huts,  now  demolished,  at  Hartford 
and  Cambois,  bringing  the  total  of  families  rehoused  from  sub-standard  pro- 
perty to  592. 

This  has  been  made  possible  by  the  Council’s  generous  allocation  of  2 in 
every  5 Council  houses  to  replace  slum  property.
